Safety of Agawam 
Public Library 
ensured

The size of the new and expanded Agawam Public 
Library required a sprinkler system, but Fire Inspector 
Michael Mercadante, in cooperation with Agawam 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen, the town's Building 
Department, and in keeping with all applicable codes, 
wanted to take public safety as far as possible. 

“We asked for and got many safety features that 
are not usually required," Mercadante told us. "All fur¬ 
nishings, carpets, tables, and curtains meet or 
exceed California standards for fire resistance. All 
bookcases and shelves have been seismically pro¬ 
tected, meaning bolted down. In the event of an earth¬ 
quake or even a panic, bookcases or anything that 
could possibly cause obstruction will not be able to fall 
and block means of egress.” 

According to Mercadante, many thousands of

pounds of iron piping, part of the sprinkler system, are 
also seismically protected. “We took great care with 
the elevator shaft, the main entrance, and the exits. 
These are protected with heavy iron T beams with 
two-hour fire protection, which means they will not col¬ 
lapse in a fire for at least two hours. There are smoke 
detectors at the bottom and the top of the elevator 
shaft, too." 

Mercadante researched library fires from 1980 
through 1998, including where fires in libraries most 
often occurred, what time of day (4:00-5:00 p.m.), and 
the major causes of such fires. 

“The majority of library fires are suspicious. Some 
start in the trash, or someone throws burning trash 
into the book return. That’s why we omitted an inside 
book return, so vandals would not be able to start a 
fire inside the building by placing lighted trash in the 
book return." 

Mercadante researched hundreds of pages of 
material about library fires and also submitted a safe¬ 
ty plan. Library fires have originated most often due to 
arson or suspicious circumstances; electrical sources; 
or other equipment sources. “The average annual loss 
from library fires between 1980 and 1993 was 
$6,205,000.00 nationally,” Mercadante discovered. “In 
1993, there were 194 library fires in the country. 

“An example was the Langley Air Force Base 
library fire in Hampton, Virginia in 1996.” A fire of sus¬ 
picious origin resulted in the total loss of the Air Force 
Base's important armed services library, including 
many unique documents. Dollar amount loss was esti¬ 
mated at $4 million. (From the National Fire Protection 
Agency.) 

Mercadante submitted an extensive report to 
library officials two years ago on October 16, 2000 
titled, “Assessment and Planning for Salvage,” refer-

enced from the Preservation Office of the Library of 
Congress. The report covered emergency procedures 
for preserving books after a flood or fire. 

For example, the report states, “Speed is of the 
utmost importance, but careful planning is equally 
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essential in the salvage effort. Fire marshals and safe¬ 
ty personnel will decide when a damaged building is 
safe to enter. In some cases, areas involved in the fire 
may require a week or longer before they are cool 
enough to be entered," the report says. 

But Mercadante has aimed to prevent, at all costs, 
any need for preservation efforts. According to him, 
Agawam's Public Library has an addressable alarm 
system. 

“The alarm pinpoints exactly where the problem 
lies. If something were smoldering at the bottom of the 
elevator shaft, for instance, we would be able to know 
the location of the problem. The alarm complies with 
CMR 521, also known as the Architectural Access 
Code. This mandates that alarms will be noticed by 
the hearing impaired. A flashing light in the bathroom 
will tell the hearing impaired of danger from smoke or 
fire, while horns will alert the visually impaired.” 

Another exceptional safety feature, he pointed out, 
will involve the participation of citizens. A light has 
been placed outside the building at the southwest cor¬ 
ner with flashing strobe lights. It has been placed for 
maximum visual impact; it’s visible from the corner of 
Line and Mill Streets, as well as from the corner of Mill 
Street and Tennis Road. 

Its purpose is for a citizen or any passer-by to call 
911 (or other appropriate authorities) if they see this 
light blinking, said Mercadante. 

“Another feature is that in case of power failure, we 
have an emergency generator which powers the 
alarms and sprinklers. Almost all the lights in the ceil¬ 
ing will come on within seven to 10 seconds of loss of 
power. These light up the room to a minimum of one 
foot candle, which means they are as bright as a can¬ 
dle held 12 inches away. 

“All the exits are very clearly marked with big, bold 
red letters that leave no doubt,” Mercadante added.

Compost, known as “black gold” to gardeners, 
replenishes nutrients in the soil, helps retain moisture, 
makes the soil easy to work, and helps plants resist 
disease. 

At the same time, turning your leaves, kitchen 
scraps and soiled paper to compost can reduce your 
garbage by as much as 50 percent!

Fire safety on the job

Our jobs all carry many responsibilities. One of 
them is making sure your work area is a fire-safe area 
for both you and your co-workers. 

The Agawam Fire Department suggests the follow¬ 
ing checklist to insure your workplace is fire-safe: 

Are all electrical appliances in good condition, 
work properly, no frayed cords? 

* Are papers, trash, and other combustibles stored 
away from heat sources or properly disposed of? 

Are smoking and no-smoking areas clearly 
labeled? In the smoking areas, is an adequate num¬ 
ber of deep ashtrays provided for cigarette disposal? 

* Are flammable liquids stored in metal containers, 
with tight-fitting lids especially designed for flammable 
liquid storage? 


* Are adequate electrical receptacles provided so 
that overload circuits are avoided? 

Does your place of employment have an emer¬ 
gency fire escape procedure that is periodically 
reviewed and practiced by all employees? 

* Are hallways kept clear of trash or furnishings that 
could block an exitway in an emergency? 

* Are appropriate fire extinguishers easily accessi¬ 
ble to all employees in case a fire occurs? 

* Are the fire extinguishers regularly inspected and 
maintained? Do all employees receive instruction on 
the proper operation of a fire extinguisher?

Think recycling is hard or confusing? Well, good 
news! Recycling requirements have changed over the 
years making it even simpler for you to take part. You 
no longer have to remove labels or keep track of 
many other recycling rules. Most items can just be 
dropped in the bin! 

Curbside recycling should include 
newspapers/inserts; magazines, catalogs, office 
paper; junk mail (remove wrappings), phone books 
(remove covers), brown paper bags; corrugated card¬ 
board (flatten, 3’x2’ max.); paperboard (cereal, crack¬ 
er boxes). No wax, soiled, wet wrapping, or coated 
plastic paper, no pizza boxes, egg cartons, or wrap¬ 
ping paper. 

Also, glass bottles/jars (clear, green, and brown - 
less than two gallons); aluminum/tin/steel cans and 
lids; aluminum foil; all plastic containers; milk cartons 
and juices boxes. 

No broken glass or other glass items such as 
glasses, window glass, dishes, Pyrex, ceramics, light 
bulbs, no cans containing hazardous material, no 
unmarked containers or motor oil containers and no 
platic bags.

Bulk items (by appointment only), call 592-9411; 

Auto parts - tires (remove rims) trash pickup; car 
batteries, motor oil, drop off at DPW garage; 

Hazardous waste - collection dates usually held in 
spring, call for dates; 

Househould (furniture, clean household items) - 
call 592-9411 for pickup; 

Electronics (TVs, computers & other electronics); 

Yard waste (leaves, grass, other easily raked 
material, placed in barrels or paper leaf bags, no plas¬ 
tic bags) - collection days as scheduled (for compost 
bins, call 786-0400, ext. 286); 

Button batteries - Call 586-0400, ext. 286 for drop¬ 
off location; 

Christmas trees - collected with regular trash in 
January. 

Last year, Agawam collected more than 3,181 tons 
of recyclables. That included enough paper to save 
40,001 trees and enough plastic soda bottles to make 
20,983 fleece jackets. 

Enough energy was saved by recycling aluminum 
cans to run a refrigerator for 4,812 days. You have 
helped make our recycling program a success. With 
your continued commitment, we will achieve our recy¬ 
cling goals.

I’m Ready 

Be ready, for the Son of Man is coming at an hour you do not expect. —Luke 12:40 

A friend of mine who has lived all her life in California goes to sleep every night with her 
shoes and a flashlight under the bed. When she was a child, her father required every family 
member to be ready to leave the house if an earthquake were to come during the night. 

"During a tremor," my friend says, "windows shatter and electricity is lost. With shoes 1 
can walk on broken glass and with a light I can find my way in the dark. 1 never go to bed 
without them. I'm ready."' 

When Jesus spoke to His followers about His return, He said, "Be ready, for the Son of 
Man is coming at an hour you do not expect" (Luke 12:40). 

What does it mean for a Christian to be ready for Christ's return? Jesus said that instead 
of worrying about material things, we are to trust God's provision and make His kingdom our 
priority (w.22-31). Instead of fear that grasps, we are to demonstrate faith that gives (vv.32-34). 
Like faithful servants, we should expect our Master at any time, because He will return at an 
unexpected hour(w.35-40). 

Jesus promised to return and told us how to live as we wait for His coming. Our lives, 

more than our lips, are to say, "I'm ready!" — DCM

Semper Paratus 

There are some people who try to predict the 
future. Some of these people are employed on Wall 
Street, and try to tell us what the stock market is going 
to do, or perhaps whether certain stocks are going to 
rise or fall in value. History tells us that these people 
have a mixed record. They tend to be right as long as 
a trend remains in place, but are often as confused as 
anybody else when the trend changes. Other people 
who try to predict the future include psychics, or claim 
to be able to forecast major events, or the futures of 
individuals’ lives. Their record of success is also 
mixed. 

On the other hand, there are other people who pre¬ 
fer to prepare for the future. Ordinary people prepare 
for the future in various ways, including but not limited 
to buying health care as well as life insurance, and 
investing for retirement. Virtually everybody prepares 
for the future by obtaining an education, so that we 
can function in our society. 

Being prepared for the future requires deliberate 
and intentional action on our part. It has been said 
that people don’t plan to fail, they simply fail to plan. 
That can happen to anybody at any time. The result is 
often undesirable. Some people and organizations 
cannot afford the price of being unprepared, and so 
they spend considerable time and effort making sure 
they are prepared. Semper Paratus is a saying 
employed by the Boy Scouts as well as some in the 
military. It is Latin for “Always Ready.” 

Jesus Christ once told a short story, called a para¬ 
ble, to emphasize the importance of being ready for 
His second coming. “Then the kingdom of heaven 
shall be compared to ten maidens who took their 
lamps and went to meet the bridegroom. Five of 
them were foolish, and five were wise. For when 
the foolish took their lamps, they took no oil with 
them; but the wise took flasks of oil with their 
lamps. As the bridegroom was delayed, they all 
slumbered and slept. But at midnight there was a 
cry\ Behold, the bridegroom! Come out to meet 
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him/ Then all those maidens rose and trimmed 
their lamps. And the foolish said to the wise, 'Give 
us some of your oil, for our lamps are going out/ 
But the wise replied, Perhaps there will not be 
enough for us and for you; go rather to the deal¬ 
ers and buy for yourselves/ And while they went 
to buy, the bridegroom came, and those who were 
ready went in with him to the marriage feast; and 
the door was shut. Afterward the other maidens 
came also, saying, Lord, lord, open to us. ’ But he 
replied, Truly, I say to you, I do not know you/ 
Watch therefore, for you know neither the day nor 
the hour. ” 

If something is important enough to somebody, 
they usually spend whatever time and effort is 
required in order to get ready. Astronauts spend years 
training for space missions that last days. 
Professional athletes train for months each year to 
excel at their sports. Olympic champions spend 
almost their entire childhood to prepare to compete in 
games that last a few weeks. The rest of us think all 
that training, all that getting ready, is normal. We 
would think that anybody who aspires to be an astro¬ 
naut, or a professional athlete, or an Olympic champi¬ 
on, but who failed to invest the time and effort to be 
ready would be a very foolish person, indeed. 

Some people might think that there will be plenty of 
time in the future to get ready for eternity. They may 
or may not be aware that Jesus Christ said He would 
be coming back at some point in the future. In 
Scripture we read, For this we declare to you by the 
word of the Lord, that we who are alive, who are 
left until the coming of the Lord, shall not precede 
those who have fallen asleep. For the Lord 
Himself will descend from heaven with a cry of 
command, with the archangeTs call, and with the 
sound of the trumpet of God. And the dead in 
Christ will rise first; then we who are alive, who 
are left, shall be caught up together with them in 
the clouds to meet the Lord in the air; and so we 
shall always be with the Lord. Therefore comfort 
one another with these words. 

There are plenty of indications that the time is get¬ 
ting ripe for Jesus Christ's return. Many of the prophe¬ 
cies in the Bible, from both the Old Testament as well 
as the New Testament, have been fulfilled or are 
being fulfilled in this era. The fact is, however, that we 
really don’t know if Jesus will return in our lifetimes. 
Maybe He will. Maybe He won’t. Only a foolish person 
would take the bet. The best the rest of us can do is 
to always be ready.

As a direct result of the impact, the plaintiff’s upper 
torso was reportedly violently thrown about the interi¬ 
or of her vehicle. Immediately following the collision, 
the plaintiff claimed to have experienced sharp pains 
in her neck, shoulder, and back. Alarmed that the pain 
did not subside after 24 hours, the plaintiff went to her 
local hospital’s emergency room for treatment. 

After reviewing the MRI report and observing the 
plaintiff’s positive response to Xylocaine injected into 
her shoulder, a preoperative diagnosis of a right 
shoulder, partial thickness rotator cuff tear was con¬ 
firmed. 

Sixteen months later, the plaintiff underwent surgi¬ 
cal repair of her torn rotator cuff. This surgery con¬ 
sisted of three procedures: arthroscopic acromioplas¬ 
ty, arthroscopic debridement of a partial thickness 
rotator cuff tear both articular and bursal sides, and 
arthroscopic debridement of a slap lesion. 

Incident-related medical expenses totaled approxi¬ 
mately $10,000.00. The case settled for $105,000.00.

Raking Leaves 

The vibrant colors of changing leaves with crisp, 
cool air can attract even the most homebody out-of- 
doors for a couple hours of leaf-raking. For those with 
larger yards and more trees, the task of leaf-raking 
can become a dreaded yearly occurrence. 

For many of us, this yearly ritual causes aches and 
pains, especially in the lower back. In some, the pain 
just won’t go away. Leaf-raking is a strenuous activity 
to the muscles and ligaments of the lower back.

Scratched lenses 

Question: I dropped my glasses and scratched the 
lenses. Can the scratches be buffed out? 

Answer: This is probably the most commonly 
asked question to an optician. The answer is no. In 
theory, a scratch could be taken out with a polish or 
“buffing” process, however, a prescription lens is dif¬ 
ferent. The prescription is ground into a lens through 
a process involving the surface curves. 

Altering the curves in any way (and buffing would) 
will change the prescription and ruin the lens. There is 
no polishing process known in the industry that will 
effectively take out scratches while keeping the pre¬ 
scription in tact. 

Unfortunately, the only way to rid yourself of the 
annoying scratch is to replace the lens.

Make it with mayonnaise... 

Homemade mayo can be the end-all sauce for so 
many meals. The classic Remoulade starts with may¬ 
onnaise. Just add some chopped shallot, garlic, 
Worchestershire, and a little jarred chili sauce ... and 
you have a great accompaniment to shrimp or crab. 

So how do I make mayonnaise? If you have a 
whisk, you can do it. If you have a food processor, you 
can do it easier. Here’s how. 

Combine 2 eggs, 1/2 tsp. dry mustard, 1/4 tsp. 
paprika, and 3 TB lemon juice (use lemon from a 
lemon, not from a jar), and whisk together until it is 
getting creamy. Now, start adding your oil -1/4 C at a 
time - until it is all blended. You will be adding in 2 C 
of oil. 

You change the flavors by adding herbs, garlic, or 
vinegars instead of lemon juice. When making a 
batch of mayo, use 3 TB white wine vinegar, 3 TB 
orange juice, and a TB of orange zest. You now have 
an orange Aioli. 

This goes extremely well with crab cakes and other 
seafood dishes. Try adding a tsp. of curry powder to 
make another unusual mayo sauce. Cooking will take 
you wherever your imagination will allow. 

Try adding a blend of tarragon, parsley, and 
cilantro to your food processor. Always use fresh 
herbs. This green mayo goes well on poached fish. 
You can add finely chopped shallots and a bit of light 
cream to make a Green Goddess dressing for salads. 

Try using mayo on the bread before making a 
grilled cheese sandwich. You will find that the mayo, 
instead of butter, will give you a better browning on 
the toast with less burning at the edges. (Weil, if you 
are in the habit of burning your grilled cheese sand¬ 
wiches, you’ll probably still bum them.) 

Add some jarred chili sauce and some pickle relish 
to make Thousand Island dressing from your mayo. 
Now, you’re ready for Reubens. 

Imagine those turkey sandwiches after 
Thanksgiving with a flavored mayo instead of the 
jarred stuff. Try using different oils for a different taste 
- olive, walnut, or peanut. 

Remember, it’s not what your eating that’s most

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On the outside looking in 


The sun was shining outside, but inside my office, 
the atmosphere was bleak. Susie was seated across 
from me. Looking imploringly at me, she said, “But I 
don’t belong. I feel so alone. They are my family, but 
they’re not my family. Oh, Mrs. Cohen, what can I do?" 

I thought about Susie, thought about her circum¬ 
stances. She was living with her cousins; unfortunate¬ 
ly, she did not have parents with whom she could 
reside. Her cousins were nice, but she always felt as 
if she were on the outside looking in, even with her 
cousins’ children. 

Looking at Susie and then at my desk, I noticed my 
coffee cup and some paper clips. “Watch me, Susie, 
and I’ll try to explain what I think is happening.” I took 
the cup and placing a paper clip in it, I said, “Susie, 
this cup is the family unit and the clip stands for the 
people in the family. They are in their comfort zone ... 
the family ... the cup. Now watch. I will take another 
clip ... this one is you ... and I am going to place it out¬ 
side of the cup. See?” Susie looked and nodded. I 
proceeded to tell her that her cousins were all togeth¬ 
er in one unit. She felt excluded ... she was still a clip 
... still a member of the family, but she was not part of 
the unit, she was not part of the comfort zone, the 
cup. Susie continued to look at my example and then 
at me. I could see she was starting to understand the 
analogy. Actually, often I find it is helpful to use objects 
to explain things so the youngster can visually see 
what I mean. 

From my display, a conversation ensued. It seems 
that Susie does not feel that she is like her cousins. 
She feels they are smarter, more athletic, more popu¬ 
lar, etc. and because of this, she does not feel she has 
much in common with them. She doesn’t call their 
parents Mom and Dad ... I mean, they are not her 
Mom and Dad, so she doesn’t want to call them that 
and in her mind, that makes a distinction right there. 
So, yes, there is a wall and that wall does keep her out 
of the cup. Also, I suggested that perhaps her cousins 
all sense Susie’s feeling of alienation, her sense of not 
being sure of her place in the family. Therefore, they 
do not want to smother her and make her feel even 
more uncomfortable than she already feels. Yet, by 
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giving her a lot of space, they are unwittingly making 
her feel like an outsider. 

“You know, Susie, I really think you need to tell 
them how you feel. You need to reach out to them; 
then they will, hopefully, reach out to you. Right now, 
they probably are feeling a little alienated, too, and 
really don’t know what to do. However, they probably 
are afraid of hurting your feelings, so they are saying 
nothing. But just think, it’s kind of like a traffic jam. 
Everything has come to a stop and no one is moving 
forward. Someone has to start his car and then the 
rest will be able to follow. Do you understand what I 
mean? Does this make sense to you?” 

We then continued to talk about her biological par¬ 
ents. Unfortunately, they were not in the picture. 
However, they never would be, so Susie had to accept 
this and move on. Continuing our talk, I said, “Just 
because you don’t call your cousins Mom and Dad 
does not mean that they cannot treat you as Mom and 
Dad. A title does not make a person. A person’s 
actions and thoughts, his caring ways, those are what 
define him as a parent. Names, honey, are not impor¬ 
tant. It’s the deeds that count.” 

Next, we talked about her interests and how they 
differed from her cousins; yet, through our discussion, 
we also realized they had some interests in common. 
They loved music, they loved mall shopping, and they 
liked reading. “Try having conversations with your 
cousins. Use your common interests as starting 
points. Then, talk about their interests, too. Susie, you 
don’t have to be good in sports, but you can still go to 
their games and cheer. Then you will be able to dis¬ 
cuss the games with them. They can go to some of 
your musical concerts. In other words, open youself 
up to them and they, in turn, will open themselves up 
to you. I mean, what do you have to lose? Give it a 
try.” 

Then, I gave Susie an assignment. I told her to 
write down a list of what she would like to happen in 
her life. Put it away for the night. Take it out in the 
morning, rework it, and then share it with her cousins. 

Susie told me she would write a list, but she still 
seemed a little skeptical. Again, I told her that no harm 
would be done; she had everything to win by trying to 
reach out and share. I am hopeful that it will work for 
Susie, that she will be able to be on the inside of the 
unit with the rest of her cousins, rather than on the 
outside looking in. 

She will be able to re-establish herself as a viable 
member of the family and in so doing, she will become 
a more content person, a person who will be filled with 
a sense of warmth and security, only obtainable 
through being on the inside.

The 
tournament was hosted by Team 236, the Lyme-Old 
Lyme High School Techno Ticks, and Team 521, the 
Waterford High School and Dominion-Millstone Power 
in East Lyme, Connecticut. 

The seeding rounds went very well for Agawam. 
Rosie went 5-3 as she moved through the qualifying 
matches in the morning and early afternoon. Some 
very interesting matches were held, including a Zone 
Zeal rarity - a match in which the winning team (in this 
case, us) won the match, but by some very quick 
thinking on the part of our opponents, Team 176 (Aces 
High, Windsor Locks, Connecticut) and Team 166 
(Merrimack, New Hampshire High School), we 
received a zero score. 

The winning team in any qualifying match receives 
three times the losing team score. So, if the losing 
team scores zero points, three times zero equals zero 
- a rarity indeed! 

On the other end of the spectrum, we also had one 
of the highest point matches of the day - 120 points 
with our alliance partner of Team 121 (the Rhode 
Warriors from Middletown, Rhode Island). 

The Championship Round found Rosie allied with 
Team 121 (the Rhode Warriors) and Team 155 (the 
Technonuts of Berlin, Connecticut High School). We 
breezed through the quarterfinals - two matches to 
none in the best two-out-of-three round - and moved 
on to the semis. The semifinal rounds were a little 
tougher, but we won those 2-0, also. 

The finals found us up against our “old friends” - 
Team (WPI, Mass Academy), allied with Team 237 
(T.R.I.B.E. of Watertown, Connecticut) and Team 885 
(Vermont Robotics of Rochester, Vermont). 

Rosie and the Rhode Warriors won the first match, 
41-33, in a great battle of goal control. Agawam was 
able to hold her ground exactly as planned, as Team 
121 delivered its cache of balls. Each goal in the scor¬ 
ing zone for your alliance is worth 10 points, and each 
soccer ball in a goal is worth one point. 

In the second match, Rosie sat out and Team 155 
went in with Team 121. This match did not go accord¬ 
ing to plan. WPI and Vermont Robotics controlled all 
three goals, and our alliance lost, 42-20. 

All tied going into the final match of the day (one 
match apiece), Rosie and the Rhode Warriors worked 
together as perfect partners. Rosie grabbed one goal 
with both arms and towed it to our scoring zone, with 
Vermont Robotics hanging off the other end and trying 
to take it away (so Agawam dragged them along as 
well). 

Team 121 delivered a large load of balls. We 
blocked Vermont from getting back to their starting 
position, thereby preventing them from scoring anoth¬ 
er 10 points along with the 20 they had because WPI 
had control of two goals in their scoring zone. The 
final tally was 35-20 ... we win! 

★ ★ * 

So it goes for Rosie’s competition schedule in its 
inaugural year. We earned the Top Rookie Seed and 
third place at the NASA/LARC Regional in Richmond, 
Virginia, as well as a Rookie All Star award and quar- 
terfinalist at the UTC Regional in New Haven to round 
out the official FIRST season. 

In the post-season, Rosie was a quarterfinalist in 
the Pennsylvania Robot Challenge in Tunkhannock, 


Pennsylvania; third overall at Battle Cry @ WPI in 
Worcester; the champions at River Rage in 
Manchester, New Hampshire; and the champions at 
Bash @ the Beach. 

Education-related activities this season included 
second place at the Regional Education and Business 
Alliance (REBA) showcase, and an invitation to show 
off the Agawam School System’s “Best Practice" at 
the Massachusetts Association of School Committees 
(MASC) convention in Worcester on October 31st. 

Throw in a couple of ziti dinners (the next one is on 
November 22nd at the American Legion Post 185) 
and the First Annual Tournament of Rosie Scramble, 


and we have had a very busy and productive year.

Westfield Next in Div. I semi-finals... 

AHS girls’ soccer 
at it again after 
dropping Ludlow 
in “quarters,” 4-1 

Agawam High girls’ varsity soccer Coach Laura- 
Wray Ramos has been waiting all season for her 
defending Western Mass. Division I champs to return 
to the form which brought the school its first girls’ title 
since 1989. 

From the reaction of Wray-Ramos and her charges 
Tuesday evening after dropping the Ludlow Lady 
Lions, 4-1, in very convincing style, the Brownies 
appear armed and ready for another run at the region¬ 
al crown. 

Not that their quarterfinal victory over the fifth- 
seeded Lions was easy. It wasn’t. Yet it was “how” 
and “why” the fourth seeded Brownies won that had 
Wray-Ramos, her players, and their supporters 
buzzing with glee - a team-oriented style of attack 
backboned by an intense, first-to-the ball defense. 
Also, the Brownies received some of their best indi¬ 
vidual performances of the season to spice up the 
strong chemistry on the field. 

Moreover, the win should forever silence those 
who were claiming last year’s memorable chain of 
events leading to the championship was a fluke. It 
was going around the Agawam locker room before 
the Lions arrived and in the stands Tuesday evening 
that the Brownies received little respect at last week’s 
tournament committee meeting, and that it was the 
10-4-4 Lions (same record as AHS) who deserved the 
home game. This notwithstanding, Ludlow would pre¬ 
vail anyway and send the defending champs packing. 

At presstime, the Brownies were scheduled to face 
old friend Westfield High (9-7-3), the deceptively 
strong eighth seed who put away top-seeded 
Minnechaug Regional (13-4-2) in a 1-0 (double over¬ 
time) quarterfinal upset, at Minnechaug’s place. 

The Division I semi-final was set for Thursday 
evening, November 7th, at West Springfield High 
School’s Clarke Field, as part of a doubleheader 
(third-seeded Cathedral and second-seeded Taconic 
of Pittsfield were scheduled first). The Brownies were 
slated to play at 7:30 p.m. 

Agawam defeated Westfield, 2-0, in the Division I 
championship game last November, and twice 
stopped the Bombers during the 2002 regular sea¬ 
son. 

Make no mistake. The Bombers have plenty of 
motivation going in and are playing their best soccer 
of the season. Any letdown by the Brownies could 
prove fatal. 

Against Ludlow and at home, the Brownies needed 
to score first to gum-up the Lions and to take them out 
of their game - short, crisp passing by a bunch of 
players with excellent ball skills who can finish. 

Like the semi-final a year ago when the Brownies 
burned Ludlow very early to take the advantage, it 
was just 1:56 in this time around that lightning struck. 
Junior All-State striker Amanda Janik (goal, two 
assists on the night) pounded a corner kick into the

AHS girls’ volleyball upsets Sci-Tech

The Agawam High girls’ varsity volleyball team 
went on the road on Tuesday (November 5th) to face 
Springfield Sci-Tech (15-1) in a quarterfinal tourna¬ 
ment match-up. The Brownies (12-7) came away with 
a well-deserved upset victory, defeating Sci-Tech in 
three straight sets. 

Inside the Sci-Tech gymnasium (which was filled 
mostly with Agawam fans), the Brownies found them¬ 
selves in a fairly even match in the first game.

Middle hitter/blocker Becky Berta showed 
she had what it takes, as she served for seven points 
in a row. 

“These girls played very good defense and were 
communicating even better than in the first game,” 
said Agawam Coach Pat Demers, adding, “Sci-Tech is 
a very scrappy team. They let very little hit the floor 
and are notorious for their dinking. We had prepared 


for that during practice, so we knew what to expect. 
You must adjust your style of play to other teams, and 
these kids did just that.” 

Cox once again served out of the game, this time 
with five straight points to end it, 30-19. 

Agawam was up on Sci-Tech, 10-8, in the third 
match and extended the lead to 14-8 before they lost 
its serve. The Brownies seemed to lose their focus, as 
Sci-Tech tied the score at 27-27 with good defense 
and scheming play at the net. 

Jessica Pokora, a middle hitter/blocker for AHS, 
helped to keep the ball alive, and setter/tri-captain 
Ashley Marek settled into a new role in a 6-2 game 
plan. This allowed Marek to hit and block with more 
freedom, as Agawam pulled away to win the third and 
final game, 30-27. 

“They really wanted it bad enough to step up and 
do what they had to do to win,” said Demers. “The 
girls had enough confidence to come back and play a 
fourth game, just in case they lost the third. Everyone 
really pulled it together.

Agawam will host the seventh-seeded Ludlow team

Despite Agawam’s 
relentless attack, 
Westfield field 

hockey survives, 2-0

The Agawam High field hockey team saw its sea¬ 
son come to an abrupt stop last Thursday (October 
31st) in Westfield. The quarterfinal match-up between 
the Brownies and the Bombers was one game you 
should not have missed. With Westfield scoring early 
(only 1:20 into the game), the Brownies fought hard to 
even things up. It's fair to say that Agawam dominat¬ 
ed the game as proved by its seven corners, as 
opposed to Westfield’s three. 

But in the end, the home Bombers escaped with a 
nail-biting 2-0 shutover, their third win of the season 
over AHS. 

Westfield started off strong and attacked the 
Brownies’ goal right off the start. The ball was knocked 
around a bit in front of the net before a Westfield for¬ 
ward drove it in past a diving Nicole Clauson, AHS's 
goalie. After that, the visitors relentlessly pounded the 
Bombers’ territory, yearning for a chance to even 
things up. 

Agawam had many scoring opportunities in the first 
half.

With 9:50 remaining, senior Nicki Gutowski (who 
showed great stick skill all game long) drove the ball 
to junior forward Eric Porth, who dished to McDyer for 
perhaps Agawam's best chance at a goal.

carry AHS girls’ soccer throughout WMass. tournament 


Senior captain Meaghan Brown was basking in the 
glow of Agawam’s quarterfinal victory over fifth-seed¬ 
ed Ludlow High at Harmon Smith Field on a 
November-perfect night (weather-wise) Tuesday 
evening. 

The fourth-seeded Brownies, the defending 
Division I champs, came into this game hoping to fend 
off a very talented and (at times) an explosive Lady 
Lions team which pundits figured would advance to 
the semi-final round rather than the Brownies. 

“Brownie” (Meaghan's nickname) and her Brownies 
proved everyone wrong again with a convincing, 4-1 
victory that she called by far the team’s best perform¬ 
ance of the 2002 season.

Meaghan’s taste in music runs to “everything,” and 
this bubbly, talkative senior pointed to The Dave 
Matthews Band as the band she enjoys the most.

USA and international soccer star Mia Hamm is the 
athlete Meaghan admires the most. She says the 
Green Bay Packers are her favorite sports team. 

She is especially proud of making the school’s

A year ago after being brought up from the JVs, 
Meaghan tallied her first varsity goal in the semi-final, 
also a win over Ludlow. 

She saw limited action as a junior, but this year, 
Wray-Ramos appointed Meaghan as one of the 
team's three captains and gave her the assignment of 
playing outside midfield. 

Meaghan responded with four goals and two 
assists. She saw her playing time increase dramati¬ 
cally over the final few games. 

Wray-Ramos experimented with Meaghan as a full¬ 
back in the team’s easy 3-0 win over Central to con¬ 
clude the regular season. 

In a scrimmage vs. Southwick last Friday 
(November 1st), Meaghan again found herself at full¬ 
back, and she began to see the writing on the wall. 

“Playing fullback against a team like Ludlow was 
very scary and I was very nervous. But I received 
plenty of confidence from Coach Wray-Ramos. She 
told me she wouldn’t have put me there if she didn’t 
think I could do it. I was happy to accept the challenge 
for the better of the team and as the game got going, 
I settled down and really got into it.” 

With the semi-finals against Westfield looming at 
presstime, Meaghan issued this take on what's next 
for the Brownies: “I think we proved to everyone after 
beating Ludlow (Tuesday night) that last year was no 
fluke. If we play like this again, a total team effort, we 
can continue to do great things. This was such a great 
feeling for us. We were so together,” she gushed.

flow and Agawam seemed to be just a bounce or a 
quick pass away from a breakaway or another easy 
rush on the Ludlow zone.

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Dominant first 
half carries AHS 
football over 
Cathedral, 33-24 

Cathedral High gave the Agawam High football 
Brownies all they could handle last Friday night 
(November 1st) at Harmon Smith Field. But in the 
end, Agawam’s first-half dominance proved more 
than enough in a 33-24 AA Conference victory. 

The win evened Agawam's record to 4-4, with all 
four wins coming at home. Cathedral, struggling at 0- 
8, receives plenty of kudos for not laying down after 
nearly losing sight of the football Brownies at 26-6 
with only minutes left in the first half. 

The turning point came when the Brownies forced 
Cathedral to punt with 1:43 remaining before inter¬ 
mission. Coach Tad Desautels wanted more and was 
looking to turn the game into a complete mismatch. 

Senior quarterback Joe Clark (2-5, 40 yards, two 
touchdowns, one interception) launched a pass deep 
down the middle, only to be intercepted by 
Cathedral’s Chris Caulton. He bobbed and weaved 
his way up the field for a magnificient 75-yard run to 
paydirt, cutting the lead to 26-12. The two-point con¬ 
version (dropped pass) failed. 

Desautels said Cathedral’s late touchdown kept a 
game headed for “rout city” into a competitive one. He 
offered no apologies for trying to add six more points 
to the Agawam ledger. 

“Hey, they (Cathedral) were barely hanging on 
there, and we were trying to put a dagger into their 
heart with another touchdown before the half. The kid 
made a nice play and it gave them momentum, which 
carried through for the rest of the game," the coach 
noted. 

The Brownies built what appeared to be an insur¬ 
mountable advantage without working up too much of 
a sweat. 

The first score came when Clark found sophomore 
receiver Andrew Wakelee (1 catch/30 yards/one 
touchdown) on a perfect 30-yard strike very early in 
the opening quarter. Sophomore Kevin Bienia, the 
lefty place kicker, added the extra point. 

After the defense stuffed the Panthers, senior All- 
Scholastic running back Ryan Lottermoser (20 car¬ 
ries/123 yards, 6.2 average, touchdown) rambled for 
44 yards to the end zone. Bienia added the extra 
point and it was 14-0, Brownies, after one period. 

The second quarter resembled the first at the out¬ 
set. Senior Mike Piccin (9 carries/32 yards, one TD, 
3.6 average) scampered into the endzone for the 20- 
0 advantage, as Bienia’s extra point missed. 

Down 20-0, Cathedral offered its best march up the 
field to date, capped off by an 11-yard run as the kick 
failed. It was 20-6, but the Cathedral sideline was in 
an uproar as its boisterous fans urged them on. 

The enusing kick spelled quick disaster for the pur¬ 
ple. Clark accepted the ball on the seven (left side), 
cut into the middle past the first wave of defenders, 
and then easily outdistanced the field for a spectacu¬ 
lar, 93-yard kickoff return - his ninth TD on the ground 
this season. Moreover, this time there were no flags 
on the field. Twice in recent weeks, Clark has seen 
highlight-film touchdown runs called back due to 
penalities. 

Agawam’s two-point conversion pass went awry; 
hence, we return to the 26-6 scenario. 

Cathedral failed to gain any ground on the next 
series, thereby giving the ball back to AHS. The 
defensive gem leading to Cathedral’s second TD 
moments later (according to Desautels) refocused the 
Brownies going into the locker room. 

“The kids looked at each other in there (the locker 
roon) and knew it was a much different ballgame at 
26-12. We knew we would have to get down to busi¬ 
ness in the second half, and I think we did.” 

The invigorated Purple Panthers scored the only 
points of the third period on a seven-yard run. When 
the two-point conversion again failed, the Brownies 
led by only 26-18.

Late goal lifts Hurricanes past game 
Agawam High hoys 9 soccer, 1-0 


“Fall Intensity 
Clinic” for

The Agawam High and Amherst Regional boys' 
soccer teams were neck-and-neck for 65 minutes of 
play last Saturday afternoon in their Division I quar¬ 
terfinal match-up in more than brisk Amherst before a 
good and boisterous crowd. The game was a stale¬ 
mate until Amherst scored with five minutes remaining 
on its home turf. 

The Brownies played huge all game long, and had 
many scoring opportunities. In the beginning of the 
first half, senior forward Greg Cizek launched a corner 
kick right into a mass of orange jerseys, but the 
Amherst goalie leaped and snatched it before 
Agawam had a chance to do anything with it. 

Nick Gumlaw, who played a strong offensive game, 
carried the ball through some traffic and got within 
shooting range before the Canes’ defense stopped 
him with 22:13 remaining in the half. 

While the Brownies kept the pressure on offensive¬ 
ly, their defense played a top of the line game as well 
led by goalkeeper Alex Seymour (recorded 10 saves). 
Four of Seymour’s saves were of the breakaway vari¬ 
ety. 

One gem came with 18 minutes left as he slid out 
and stripped the Hurricanes' forward of the ball. A few 
moments later, the home team threatened again as a 
shot bounced off the right goal post, but was quickly 
cleared away by the Agawam defense. 

As Agawam made its way back down the other end 
of the field, Gumlaw once again demonstrated his tal¬ 
ent by ripping a shot from the left side, which sailed 
just over the crossbar. As play went back and forth, 
the Brownies’ defense held strong. Seymour made a 
key save with 11:36 left where he sprinted to the 18- 
yard line and leaped up for a clutch save, not letting 
Amherst get any closer to the goal. 

The game was starting to get very physical and an 
Agawam takedown gave Amherst a free kick within 
scoring range. The shot sailed to the left of the goal 
and was cleared by Gumlaw. Senior fullback Dave 
Bienia fed the ball up to senior Chris Holl, who blast¬ 
ed a shot about 25 yards out, which went just inches 
left of the goal. Time expired in the first half and the 
Brownies huddled up trying to keep warm during the 
intermission. 

Entering the second half, the offense hoped to 
reproduce their 11 first-half shots. Casey Federico, 
seeming to be everywhere on the field, started the 
second half strong. He dribbled down the right side 


and dished to senior Paul Lagasse. Lagasse’s cross 
was knocked out by an Amherst defender. Cizek 
launched the corner kick to Gumlaw, who crossed the 
ball to Federico. The Amherst defense stopped the 
Agawam attack and cleared the ball, sending it down- 
field. 

Brenden Ennis, only a freshman but playing like an 
upperclassman, made a huge save on the defensive 
end to keep the ball out of the Brownies’ territory. 
Juniors Nick Lyman and and Neil Donah worked the 
ball back upfield. A takedown resulting in an indirect 
kick for Agawam saw the Brownies with their best 
chance at a goal all day. Cizek took the kick from 25 
yards out and cleanly crossed it to Pilegi, who was 
waiting in front of the net. Pilegi got a head on it but 
was tied up in the play, which resulted in the ball float¬ 
ing just left of the net. 

Downfield, Federico showed off his defensive tal¬ 
ents by making a few stops and a header which 
cleared the ball before it had a chance to cause any 
harm. Sam Young, also offering clutch defensive 
stops, fed the ball to Bienia on the left side and the 
Brownies were back on the offensive threat. Bienia 
sent the ball up to Cizek, who had a terrific game. 
Cizek crossed the ball into the middle, where senior 
midfielder Mike McGeoghan tried to get a foot on it. 
However, the Amherst defense came up with it and a 
golden opportunity went by the boards. 

With 12:08 remaining, the game was really starting 
to get physical. An Amherst penalty gave the 
Brownies another free kick about 35 yards out on the 
left side of the field. Cizek nailed it into the middle but 
the ball was knocked out, resulting in a throw-in for 
the Brownies. Holl tossed it to Federico, who headed 
the ball just barely over the crossbar. 

With five minutes left to play, Amherst scored the 
only goal it needed after the official whistled the 
Brownies for a takedown. It turned out to be the call of 
the game. A direct laser kick from the right side was 
knocked into the left corner of the net off a header by 
Amherst’s Chris Poey. Agawam quickly called a time¬ 
out to recompose themselves. 

The Brownies kept the pressure on until the very 
end. They had a few shots, but nothing found its way 
to the back of the net. As time ran out for the boys, 
they saw their season come to an end. The Agawam 
boys finished with a record of 11-6-2, a vast improve¬ 
ment on last year's 6-10-2 performance.
